Church watches impact of 
public policy on families

WASHINGTON (NC)—Reports that 
Sargent Shriver, the 1972 Democratic 
vice-presidential candidate, may be 
named chairman of the White House 
Conference on Families has revived 
publicity about the meeting. 


But interest in the conference, espe- 
cially in the. church, has remained-high 
despite a six-month lull that followed a 
decision last summer to delay the con- 
ference from December 1979 to spring 
1981. 


THE CONFERENCE will examine the 


- impact of public policy on families. That 


question is at the heart of the National 
Plan for Family Life Ministry adopted by 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops last spring. 

The plan involves a decade-long pro- 
gram of listening to people’s problems at 
the parish level, researching family 
problems and developing ways to minister 
to families. 


It also emphasizes studying the impact 
of public policy on families and educating 
Catholic families about their “social 
responsibilities” in the political arena. 


THE NEWLY ANNOUNCED theme of the 
1980 world Synod of Bishops is “The 
Duties of the Christian Family” and-it 
wouid not be surprising ii the American 
bishops emphasized families’ political 
responsibility at the synod. 

The U.S. bishops’ plan specifically asks 
support for the -White House Conference 
on Families and mentions that organiza- 
tional Catholic efforts will be handled by 
the Catholic Coordinating-Committee for 
the White House Conference on Families, 
affiliated with the U.S.- Catholic Con- 
ference. Several dozen major national 
Catholic organizations have already joined 
the committee.

ference directors meeting in Washington 
in November were enthusiastic about 


both the bishops’ family life program and ° 


the White House conference. Several 
directors have been involved in state 
family conferences. 


Father Conroy summarized six goals for 
a successful conference offered in USCC 
congressional testimony: 


—A pre-conference process must 
involve families themselves as well as 
professsionals dealing with families “in 
determining the major needs of American 
families. 


—The process should allow the voices of 
parents to _be heard above the voices of 
special interest groups. 


—The process should be emphasized 
as much as any set of conclusions so that 
families can become more aware of forces 
affecting them. 


—The conference itself should concen- 
trate on the impact of public policy at the 
federal level on families. 


—The conference should also note the 
impact of other institutions in. society, 
such as labor, business, education, 
technology, media, religion and the 
helping professions, on families. 


—The conference should devote some 
ume to discussing how informai and 
natural support systems can be fostered 
to help families deal with their own 
problems. 


But Father Conroy also said there are a 
number of “land mines” in running a 
successful conference.

Latin American bishops conference 


Father Donald Conroy, USCC family life

The January visit of Pope John Paul || to Mexico for 
the third general assembly of the Latin American 
bishops is expected to draw world attention of the 
pastoral and social issues in Latin America. 


Some of the more pressing issues are: 
—Demoecracy versus military dictatorship. 


—Massive poverty amid wealth controlled by a 
few. 


—Numerous violations of human rights, such as 
torture and killings of political opponents, ina region 
which is traditionally Catholic. 


—Groups of socially active Christians opposed to 
a purely spiritual religion. 


People expect decisive directives from the 
bishops who last met 10 years ago in Medellin, 
Colombia. At that time Pope Paul VI came to 
Colombia to open the general assembly. 

The third assembly will begin Jan. 27 with a 
solemn mass at the Mexico City shrine of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. It will continue in the city of Puebla 70 
ee away. The assembly is scheduled to end Feb. 


MORE THAN 300 delegates, advisers and 
observers will attend. The theme is evangelization in

present-day Latin America. 


Close to 700 persons in the print ard electronic _ 


communications media are readying their equip- 
ment for coverage of the pope’s visit and the 
assembly. 


At the start of his pontificate, Pope John Paul had 
indicated a desire to attend the assembly. The 
church in Latin America has become important 
Vatican business, mostly because of implementa- 
tion of the guidelines issued at Medellin which were 
an adaptation of Vatican li. 


THE INTERVENING decade demonstrated that 
many among the people of God took the guidelines 
very seriously, from bishops to members of small 
Christian communities. The flourishing of these 
small communities is evidence that a significant 
number of Catholics want the bishops to continue 
renewal started at Medellin. 


Latin Americans are important to the universal 
church because of their sheer numbers. Of the 725 
million Catholics in the world, some 325 million live 
in Latin America. 


There are 630 dioceses in the hemisphere, with 
21,000 parishes, 47,000 priests and 124,000 nuns. 
The number of men currently preparing for the 
priesthood is 9,300. At least half of the dioceses 
report an increase in seminarians. Added to this isa 
drop in the number of priests leaving the clergy.

learned. 


“Conscious of the many 
pressures oncouples froma 
society that has devalued 
the stability and perma- 
nency of marriage vows, we 
are concerned to attempt to 
counter those pressures 
with a program of marriage 
preparation,” said Father 
Quinn.

It’s that time again. Among the many items of 
mail you have received over the Christmas and New 
Year period has been your Federal Income Tax 
form and the envelope which reminds you that it is 
time to pay another half-yearly subscription 
installment for the Southern Cross. We really don’t 
mind how:long you delay completion of your 
Income Tax return, but we are somewhat more 
interested in how speedily you make that 
subscription payment of $4. It helps our cash flow, 
it reimburses your parishes and it gets one more 
bill out of your way at a time when bills tend to take 
over the mailbox. 


Perhaps a word of explanation regarding the 
subscription and payment system used for SC 
would not go astray. It is a system which has. now 
been in use for about seven years. Pastors indicate 
to us who they wish to receive the SC and the parish 
pays a flat rate for the total subscriptions. Then, 
when you send in your $4 at the June and 


December billing, that money is credited back to - 


your parish. 

By this means some 45,000 Catholic homes 
receive the SC each week (19,000 in the San 
Bernardino diocese and 26,000 in the San Diego 
diocese). Everyone registered with the parish 
receives the paper at the discretion of the pastor. 
We at the SC office cannot possibly know where 
Catholics are living, so the obvious solution is to do 
it all through the parish. Of course, we still retain 
the individual subscription-basis for those who wish 
to do so, but the bulk of our subscriptions come 
through our “Optimum Cover Plan,” as itis called. It 


“y ensures that some Catholic reading gets into the 


homes, to compete with much secular reading, at 
a cost of less than a gallon of gas a month. 


On the up and up 


We have held our subscription rate constant 
through several years of increasing costs, and hope 
to do so for some time to. come. However, our 
printers have just informed us that their costs go up 
by more than 15 percent with this issue. This has 
been brought about mainly by the increase in the 
cost of newsprint—the paper on which this is 


printed—because the paper industry has been, 


plagued by labor troubles and shutdowns, resulting 
in short supplies and increased costs. You probably 
noticed recently that stores are conserving those 
huge and wasteful brown bags, and even buying 
them back, so serious is the shortage.

It’s that time again. 


For our part, we continue to fight increasing costs 
as far as we are able. Our staff is the minimum 
required to gather the news, write, take pictures, 
set type, layout the paper, paste it up and prepare it 
for printers each week, and try to obtain advertising 
to offset costs. Costs of printing and mailing are 
outside our control and have increased year by 
year. Advertising revenue is hard to obtain because 
most of the advertisers who once used papers like 
SC for general “family” coverage—your family- 
appeal quick food places, soft drinks and similar 
enterprises—now spend that money on TV ads. 


To print or not to print? 
Like all Catholic newspapers, the Southern Cross 


~ endeavors to print and to preach the truth, to 


search for the truth and to be prudent in its 
presentations. In this we cannot please everyone, 
for we all have our different opinions as to what is 
prudent to print and even what is truth. 


The problem with all Catholic diocesan 
newspapers is that there are those who feel we 
should publish only “good” news, in a very literal 
sense. That we should never publish news:or views 
which may be in conflict with some sections of the 
church, or shows some aspect of the church life 
which may be scandalous. However, we live in a 
world, and weare part of a religious faith, which isin 
a constant state of growth, of questioning, of 
argumentation, of probing—and of “bad” news. 


Such is the human condition of the church—in its . 


full sense—that some of that ‘‘bad’’ news 
concerns church matters, church people, 
Catholics. 

Over our teletype wire service each day come at 
least 25 news stories from National Catholic News 


Do we appreciate our priests enough? 


What you get for your money 


Service, the official service owned by the bishops of 


the United States. But NC tries not to censor, 
endeavors to give a broad picture of the world of the 
church each day. So each week alone we make 


selective judgments on some 125 items of news, .- 
since we can publish only about 25 of them in our © 


limited pages. 
What to cover? 


There is, too, the local. consideration of which_ 


events to staff with our meager numbers and which 
to pass up, hoping that someone in the parish or 
wherever the event takes place has the cooperative 
spirit to give us the news, and to get a good picture 
for us. Some 36,000 square milesis a lot of territory 
to cover with the two available “reporters and 
photographers’’—principally the editor, the 
assistant editor and a part-time correspondent— 
and decisions of personal time and availability 
become paramount, particularly since most big 
events take place on-weekends. 


Therefore if your local events cannot be covered" 


by our staff, we always ask you to cooperate with us 
by getting us a report or a picture, or both. However, 


a warning: instamatic type pictures rarely. - 


reproduce well. And pictures of a whole group of 
people looking at the camera are not our style, so 
we ask local parish publicity people to be conscious 
of our needs and endeavors in producing a good 
Catholic paper. 


Controls and advice 


You ‘cannot run a newspaper by committee, 
otherwise it would never be produced. However, we 


do have a diocesan Communications Commission - 


with whom the editor meets each month, and who 
twice a year resolve themselves into a special 
commission to discuss the Southern Cross and its 
philosophy and policies. This acts as guidance for 
the editor, who otherwise is the arbiter of what 
appears in these pages. - 

Nobody is ever going to agree with everything an 
editor decides, whether on a Catholic newspaper or 
a secular one. That is why the letters to the editor 
flow fast—and sometimes furious—across his 
desk. And that, perhaps, is one of the healthy signs 


of the church—and of Catholic newspapers— - 
today, the fact that we can discuss many views, 


without in any way diminishing our shared faith, our 
shared constant search for peace and truth. |

Happy and adventurous new days 


a full year of unfailingly good behavior 
in. whatever field we choose is an 
intimidating task. But to pledge 
oneself for only a day at a time makes 
it simpler, more easily manageable. 


AND THEN, when the resolution is 
broken we have not blown a year away, 
but only a day of it. And tomorrow is 


‘another day. We are not giants, not 


physically, emotionally nor spiritually. 
We need to scale things down a bit to 
make them more accessible and 
safeguard our precarious peace of 
mind. And what well-being there is in 
knowing that our task has been 
accomplished! What a fillip to our self- 
esteem! 

A young. woman, writing of her 
difficulty after months of frustrating 
and lonely work, mentioned that when 
it had seemed that things were simply 
beyond her ability to cope, she had 
learned to commit herself to one day 
at a time and found surprising 
strength and heartening success 
in handling her affairs. 


“Now | give each day to God at its 
start,” she said, “and promise both of 
us that | will not indulge in all those 
faults of attitude and thought that give

So there 
can be no “carry-on” of past irritations 
nor an assumption of others yet: to 
come—which after all, may not come. 


Living from daily resolution to daily 
resolution requires that we concen- 
trate only on what is here and now. If 
there is work to be done, relationships 
to be healed, love to be expressed, 
rejection to be endured, today is the 
day for them. 


Life is a series of new beginnings, 
which, of course, implies that it is also 
a series of endings. Some things we 
are happy to see go and try to hasten 
them on their way. Some we release 
only reluctantly and often forfeit 
peace of mind trying to cling to what is 
no more. 


BUT BEGINNINGS are exciting and 
challenging. Who. knows where they 
will end? We are in a continuing state 
of movement, of change and forma- 
tion and reformation. Just as our 


physical bodies renew themselves 
constantly, cell for cell, so our minds 
and hearts and soul call for renewal 
and reaffirmation and revision. 


It is, | think, unrealistic to imagine 
that a resolve made once will last a 
lifetime—or even a year—without 
attention. We need to re-commit 
ourselves to what we pledge as often 
as possible. Otherwise it is rather like 
a Christian who believes that once 


~ baptized his or her commitment is 


taken care of for life and that St. Peter 
will be standing by to usher them 
through the pearly gates without 


further effort on their part. 


The undertaking. of a commitment 
is never an ending, always a 
beginning. It is not the goal, merely 
the announcement of our intention to 
participate in the race. 


We do not need a new resolution 
every day. The old one will do. But we 
do need to make it with new vigor, new 
confidence and new promise. Then, 
conquering ourselves day by day, 
whatever happens, however many 
calamities befall and tragedies 
threaten, this will be a good year, and 
a happy one.

Then he asked them why they were terrified, and why 
them were lacking in faith: By his word, he averted a 
tragedy caused by nature just as he cured the ill and 


The storms that befall us are not only those caused by 
the elements. The mass upheaval caused by wars and 
persecutions are storms of another sort.

It may seem to us that Jesus sleeps and is oblivious to 
these storms. But he is neither asleep nor oblivious. Like 
the disciples, we must have faith, and like them, we may

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How can anyone face irreversible disaster?

After a gala New Year’s Eve party at which 
he had more than enough to drink, a certain 
individual got on a bus in San Francisco 
heading for New York City. He lurched up the 
aisle from his rear seat to ask the driver, “Say, 
how far is it from San Francisco to New 
York?” 


“Twenty-nine hundred miles,” he was told. 


LATER he lurched up the aisle again to 
inquire, “Say, how far is it from New York to 
San Francisco?” 


“Listen,” the driver replied, “It’s 2,900 miles 
either way you go, it makes no difference.” 


“Don’t be so darn sure of yourself,” the 
passenger said after a pause. “It’s onlya week 
from Christmas to New Year, but it’s a whole 
darn year from New Year to Christmas!” 


THE MORAL of this story is that one’s 
point of view can make a radical difference. 
Faith in God’s loving providence and the 
saving grace of Jesus provide a point of view 
on human suffering and tragedy which is 
radically different from the world’s. 


As the new year of 1979 unfolds, it will re- 
enact the old story of human tragedy all over 
again. Thousands of Americans will contract 
cancer; other thousands will be seriously 
injured in auto accidents; perhaps a million 
couples will suffer the agony of divorce; 
thousands will be widowed or lose the 
company of a beloved parent or child; 
thousands of others will fail in business or in 
school. 

Perhaps the single most helpful Christian 
insight on these tragedies and disasters of 
human life is overlooked because it is so 
obvious: Every tragedy teaches the same 
lesson—we humans do not control this world 
no matter how many wonder drugs we 
discover or how many new sources of energy. 


-THE TEMPTATIONS Jesus experi- 
enced after his 40 days fast in the’ desert 
continue today to tempt us with visions of 
controlling our world and our environment 
(Cf. Matthew 4:1-11). 

We would like to turn stones into bread— 
transform the world to our liking. We would 
like to cast ourselves down from heights 
without injury—be exempt from the risks of 


Stilling of the storm 
was an integral part 
of Jesus’ ministry

There was a time when-many scholars, 
‘strongly influenced by a materialistic philo- 
sophy, wrote off the gospel miracles as 
fables.. The climate has changed consider- 
ably, and there is a growing willingness to take 
the miracle accounts seriously. 


But there is still an uneasiness about 
“nature miracles.” Acts of healing and the like 
make sense as gestures of real, practical 
human compassion. Something like the 
stilling of the storm at sea, on the other hand, 
strikes as a sort of pointless razzle-dazzle. 


ACTUALLY IT IS nothing of the sort, but 
rather an integral part of Jesus’ mission as 
herald and agent of the intervention of God’s 
reign in our world. 


The setting is quite true to life. It was the 
evening (Mark 4:35), and Jesus decided to 
cross to.the opposite shore of the Lake of 


Galilee. Now “it happened that a bad squall 


blew up. The waves were breaking over the 


boat and it began to ship water badly” (4:37). 


The lake is notorious for this kind of 
disturbance. It is about 700 feet below sea 
level, surrounded by mountains through 
which valleys run to the shore. Often, when 
night falls and the temperature drops 
suddenly, violent winds are funneled through 
the valleys to whip the surface of the water 
into a frenzy. 


THIS CAN HAPPEN without warning, 


and even sturdy fishing craft, caught 
unawares, are tossed about like corks. 


This is a terrifying predicament, and the 
disciples, who knew that lake like the palms of 
their hands, were in a panic. 


Jesus, strange to say, was sound asleep 
and undisturbed by it all. Either he was 
completely exhausted at the end of a long 
hard day or, as has been suggested, this detail 
of the story as we now read it was borrowed 
from the storm scene in Jonah. } 


HE TOO was sleeping through the storm, 
but in the hold of a much larger ship, where

disease, pollution, and high speed travel. And

world—enjoy total security of wealth, power 
and prestige. 


Jesus resisted these temptations and 
instead subjected himself to the experience of 


human helplessness which every one of our - 
_ human tragedies dramatizes. 


WHY DID HE NOT simply outlaw all ° 


further suffering and tragedies through a 


redemptive miracle? The clearest answer is. 
that we human beings have a fallen human 


nature and hence we readily make false 
claims of self-sufficiency and mastery to 
conceal our inner weakness. 


The elimination of suffering and tragedy 
would not have overcome that weakness. 
Jesus offers his redeeming grace instead. 
With that grace and the faith that accom- 
panies it, his people can turn suffering and 
tragedy into occasions of growth and 
holiness. 


Each new tragedy and each new loss we 
experience can speak a wordless language to 
us. It can tell us that nothing in this world is 


this would have been possible. This is not the 
only point of contact between the two 
stories. 


In any event, the disciples awakened Jesus 
and asked him rather reprovingly if he didn’t 
care that they were all about to drown. This 
was a bit too strong for Matthew, who 
changed their reproof toa prayer: “Lord, save 
us!” (Matthew 8:25). 


Mark continues the story by telling us that 
Jesus awoke, rebuked the wind and said to 
the sea: “Quiet! Be still!” The wind fell off and 
everything grew calm (Mark 4:39). 


THE WORDING here is significant; it is 
almost exactly the same as Jesus’ command 
to the demon in an exorcism recorded earlier: 
Jesus rebuked him sharply: “Be quiet! Come 
out of him!” (Mark 1:25). 


The church of Mark’s day did not consider 
the stilling of the storm to be just a 
flamboyant “nature miracle.” They saw it as 


- another instance of Jesus’ onslaught on the 


forces of evil. He “rebukes” the wind and 
“commands” the sea to be quiet exactly as he 


_ did the evil spirit in the exorcism narrative. 


For the ancients, the sea was a deep, dark 
mystery, a force to be respected and feared, 
the spawning place of evil beasts bent on 
men’s destruction. 


THEY KNEW nothing of “nature” as we 
understand it, but only of hostile forces which 
were almost personal. Whether they were 


demons or squalls or thunderstorms or — 


completely permanent and secure, that every 
human good we enjoy only reflects in a 
fleeting and transitory way the real final Good 
to whom we are called. 


THIS VIEWPOINT was implied by St. 
Paul writing to the early Roman Christians: 
“We know that God makes all things work 
together for the good of those who have been 
called according to his decree” (Romans, 
8:28). 


_ Often suffering and tragedy befall innocent 
and virtuous people. But the Bible teaches us 
the concept of corporate personality whereby 


_one person can, as it were, efficaciously 


represent others and suffer for their sins 
because of the union among the members of 
the covenant group. 


Hence the ultimate and overarching 
Christian viewpoint on suffering emerged in 
the simple statement of St. Paul to the 
Colossians: “In my own flesh | fill up what is 
lacking in the sufferings of Christ for the sake 
of his body, the church” (Colossians 1:24). 


One’s point of view can make a radical 
difference. 


earthquakes made little difference. 


In Mark especially, Jesus is portrayed as 
God’s agent locked in mortal combat with 
these forces, and wherever he encounters 
them he subdues them. It is thus that he 
demonstrates in dramatic fashion the arrival 
of God’s victorious reign. “This is the time of 
fulfillment. The reign of God is at hand!” 
(Mark 1:15) 


Now it is Jesus’ turn to reprove them, 
although he does it gently: “Why are you 
terrified? Why are you lacking in faith?” (Mark 
4:40). But they just kept saying to one 
another, “Who can this be that the wind and 
the sea obey him?” (4:41). 


AND HEREIN LIES the answer to Jesus’ 


questions. They don’t really know who he is, 


and they won’t know until after the Resurrec- 
tion. But this is just one more illustration of a 
central theme of Mark: Without faith, Jesus 
remains a mystery. 


In writing this account, Mark was thinking 
of his own Christian community, already or 
soon to be terrified by the storms of 


_ persecution. 


Unlike the disciples, they know the full 
identity of Jesus. He is now the risen Lord, 
and in spite of everything, they must have 
faith, must trust him to bring them through 
even the most violent storms, even if he 
seems to be “sound asleep on a cushion” 


_ (Mark 4:38) and blissfully unconcerned. -

God is euoccieacad in the stuff of human life 


By Mary Maher 


Martin Buber, Jewish philosopher and 
mystic, has brought the Hasidic movement in 
Judaism into the consciousness of many of us 
who are not Jews. 


For a long time Buber was professor of 
social philosophy at Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem. Born of a rabbinical family of 
Galicia, the province which had long been an 
active center of Hasidism, Buber had a 
profound interest in this way. of religious 
expression. - 


HE COLLECTED and edited “The Tales 
of the Hasidim,” which are the stories told by 
leaders of this movement. Buber wrote many 
works, lectured and left the world a rich 
intellectual and religious body of work. 


The Hasidim or “pious ones” appeared at 
different times throughout Jewish history, but 
a revival of this impassioned religious 
movement occurred in Eastern Europe in the 
19th century. 


Baal Shem Tovis considered the founder of 


modern Hasidism. He held that no place is 
empty of God. Divine being can be found in all 
the ordinary events of everyday life more 
easily than in the practice of asceticism. 


FOR THIS REASON, the logic of story- 
telling was often closer to the truth of things 


.than concepts or expositions or reality. 


The Hasidim saw worldly things as a major 
means of apprehending God; ultimate reality 
was to be contemplated in the immanence or 
nearness of God to all creation and all 
relationships. They stressed that one could 
reflect in detail ‘on the divine activity in 
particular creatures. ° 


These religious masters were persons who 
sought to please God by apprehending his 
unity in everything. Through them was 
expressed the intensity and holy joy whereby 
God becomes visible in everything. 


DEEPLY AWARE of this tradition, Martin 
Buber in his small and famous work, “I and 
Thou,” invited others to see the world in 
terms of relationships and meetings which 
were personal in’nature. 


He distinguished two types of relating: “T- 
it,” characterized by making an object of the 
thing or person related to, and “I-thou,” in 
which the person or thing related to was in 
communion with the I. 


Buber claimed that all true living was 
“meeting,” and all true meeting was relational 


and sacred. This was true also in “meeting” — 


God, whom we saw and apprehended in this 
world. 


“OF COURSE, God is the ‘wholly Other.’ 
But he is also the wholly Same, the wholly 
Present. Of course, he is the Mysterium 
Tremendum that appears and overthrows; 
but he is also the mystery of the self-evident, 
nearer to me than my I.” (“I and Thou,” p. 79) 


But Buber maintained that the mystical 
unity and communion he wrote of did not 
mean identity with God. He was not 
pantheistic (one who holds the doctrine that 
the universe conceived of as a whole is God). 


Martin Buber is popular. with many 
Christians. He has indeed often been misread 
as holding the incarnational nature of God. As 


a Jew, Buber did not hold this in any way as 
Christians do. He was stressing the covenant 
which God made with humankind, with 
things, with all reality—a covenant which he 
stressed was like a great human love. 


BUBER HAS MUCH to say to Christians 
—indeed, to anyone who would read him. He 
has exquisitely stressed the quality of 
human relations—some of his profound 
insights have been incorporated into a branch 
of psychology which stresses that persons are 
helped and healed to the extent that they are 
perceived as “thous,” not “its.” 


But perhaps for Jews and Christians, as 
well as religious people in many traditions, 
Buber has invited people to understand the 
genuine nature of mystical experience. 


In a day when the supernatural (a Christian 
word) is often perceived as the supranatural 
(reality more above nature than of it—flying 
demons, magic healings and the like), Buber 
reminds us all that experiencing God 
happens most basically and significantly in the 
stuff of human life as we live it. 


Christian meditation: the contagious disease of panic

Meditation can heal the contagious disease 
of panic that has become indigenous to 
modern life. The disease has its onset when 
we first focus on ourself. 


The usual form of this self-focus finds its 
_ expression in the effort to make ourselves 
happy. When happiness becomes the focus of 

a self-conscious effort, hurry gets started. 


THE SECOND STEP of the disease 
takes over when we find some brief pleasure 
in our effort to become happy, but nothing 
really satisfying develops. The third step 
starts when we are allured by the pleasure to 
try harder for happiness by seeking more 


pleasure. 


At this point we have fallen into the trap and 
the rat race is well underway. We go from 
pleasure to pleasure while true satisfying 
happiness evades us. Stimulation from the 
pleasure leads us on in the front while 
frustration pursues us from the back. 


As the pace gets faster and faster, drawn by 
the pleasure and chased by frustration, less 
and less pleasure and more and more 
frustration increases the pace even more. 


AT THIS POINT we must make another 
decision: If the decision is made to continue 
seeking pleasure as our source of happiness 
the consequences can be dire. 


The desperation of the situation, however, 
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has enabled some to find their way back out 
through the ‘maze of subjective feelings and 
desires into the reality of God. 


Yet, once having been sick from the 
disease of panic, in order to regain our 
strength, some positive therapy is necessary. 
Some positive effort is necessary before we 
can trust God enough to give up the life of 
desires for the life of faith. 


MEDITATION is a good therapy for 
encouraging the life of faith and calming the 
rush of desires by enabling us to center all of 
our desires on God. 


This unification of desires on a truly 
satisfying object, God, gives true happiness. 
Once we have experienced true happiness a

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life of worldly desire loses its hold on us. 


Knowing that if we abandon ourself to God, 
our loving Father, we will find true happiness, 
breaks the illusion of temporary and deceitful 
pleasures. Meditation gives us the oppor- 
tunity to seek out the ways of Abba’s loving 
care until we can learn to trust God. 


TRUSTING GOD gives us peace. True 
peace when compared with pleasure destroys 
the disguises of worldly allurements in our 
search for happiness. When this occurs we 
begin to slow down, the illusion is broken and 
the disease begins to heal over. 


The practice of meditation enables the 
sources of true peace to take hold and 
happiness becomes a habit.

Religious vocations crisis

There is a crisis of religious voca- 
tions inthe archdiocese of MexicoCity, 
according to a survey conductedthere 
by the Serra Club of Mexico City. 


“There are approximately 14 million 
Catholics in the archdiocese, but only 
about 1,400 priests and 6,000 women 
religious,” said the survey describedin 
the Christmas issue of The Serran, 
official publication of Serra Interna- 
tional, an organization of laymen 
devoted to fostering vocations. 


The Mexico City Serra Club conduct- 
ed a study and poll of seminarians, 
secular clergy and a selected group of 
religious organizations, The Serran 
reported. 


AN ANALYSIS of the survey and 
conclusions derived were presented 
by Mexico City Serra Club president 
Carlos Gadsden Lopez to Archbishop 
Ernesto Corripio Ahumada, Primate of 
Mexico, for his consideration. 


“During the past 10 years the Catho- 
lic population.grew by 46 percent; the 
number of parishes increased by 63 
percent; there was a sharp decreasein 
the number of priests and sisters; with 
aslight increase inthe number of men 
religious,” the survey states. 


“About 30 percent of the religious 
men and women work in schools but 
seem to have little impact on voca- 
tions. 


“A LARGE percentage of seminar- 
ians drop out before ordination. The 
candidates for the brotherhood are 
somewhat more persevering, and the 
situation among the novices prepar- 
ing for the sisterhood is better than in 
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either of the other two categories.” 


The Serran reported that the survey - 


led to the conclusion that the most 
important causes for defections a- 


mong priests and religious are “dissa- 


tisfaction with the structure and 
realization of the lack of vocation. 


“The most important causes for 
dropouts from novitiates by women 
candidates for the religious life are 
realization of a lack of vocation, health 
problems and family problems.” 


THE SURVEY said male candidates 
for religious life dropped out because 
of realization of lack of vocation, 
family problems, dissatisfaction with 
structure. 

Seminarians training for the secular 
clergy drop out because of dissatisfac- 
tion with the structure, improper 
orientation, family problems and 
realization of lack of vocation. 


Recruitment of candidates for ali 
vocations is conducted by appealing 
to altruism, workshops, personal 
contacts, counselling, vocation exhi- 
bits, retreats, youth encounters, visits 
to parents, orientation talks and 
publications. 


“GENERAL conslusions resulting 
from the survey,” said TheSerran, “are 
that there is an indication that the 
present activities are not completely 
effective and that structural reform is 
necessary.” 


The Serra study concluded with the 
suggestion that all organizations 
working for vocations should establish 
a united and integrated plan of action 
in the archdiocese of Mexico. 


Vocations directors and superiors, 
as well as the archdiocesan vocation 
staff, should be participants, The 
Serran said. :

Pope's world message — 


‘Make gestures of peace, even audacious one

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope 
John Paul Il, in his first World Day 
of Peace message, urged states- 
men to “make gestures of peace, 
even audacious ones, to break 
free from vicious circles and from 
the deadweight of passions 
inherited from history.” 

The pope also appealed to 
individuals and families to control 
passions and accept and respect 
one another, in the first major 
address of his pontificate. 


THE MESSAGE for the 12th 
World Day of Peace on Jan. 1, 
1979, was released Dec. 21. The 
theme—“To Reach Peace, Teach 
Peace” —was chosen by Pope Paul 
VI, who in 1967 designated New 
Year’s day as the World Day of 
Peace. Vatican Justice and Peace 
Commission officials said the 
content, however, was the work of 
the present pope. 


Youth should “resist the sterile 


violence which adults, who are not 
at peace with themselves, some- 


. times want.to make use of,” said 


the pope. 

“There is no peace without 
justice and freedom, without a 
courageous commitment to 
promote both,” he said. 


IN THE FIRST-section of the 
message, Pope John Paul outlined 
the difficulty of achieving peace. 

“The daily spectacle of war, 
tension and division sows doubt 
and discouragement,” he said. 


“In places the flames of discord 
and hatred even seem to be 


. kindled artificially by some who 


do not have to pay the cost. And 
too often gestures of peace are 
ridiculously incapable of.chang- 
ing the course of events, even if 
they are. not actually swept away 
and in the end taken over by the 


_ overbearing logic of exploitation 


and violence,” he added. 


“TIMIDITY and the difficulty of 
carrying out needed reforms 
poison relations between human 
groups in spite of their being 
united by a long or exemplary 
common history. New desires for 
power suggest recourse to the 
overpowering influence of sheer 


numbers or to brute force in order - 


to disentangle the situation,” he 
said. 

The pope said poison is some- 
times sown by other countries 
seeking to benefit from the 
conflict. 


“Both the strongest and the 


weakest no longer place confi- . 


dence in the patient procedures of 
peace,” he said. 


“FEAR of a precarious peace, 
military and political imperatives, 
and economic and commercial 
interests led to the establishment 
of arms stockpiles or to the sale of 


weapons capable of appalling © 


destruction. The arms race then 
prevails over the work of peace,” 


the pope said. 


‘Threats to peace occur while 
much talk of peace takes place, 
the pope continued. 


“Peace has become the slogan 


that reassures or is meant to’ 
beguile. In a sense, we do have . 


something positive: The public 


opinion of the nations would no 


longer tolerate the justifying of : 


war or even taking the risk of an 
offensive war,” he said. 


The pope listed several “firm 
principles” for peace: 


—“Human affairs must be dealt 
with humanely, not with violence. 

—‘‘Tensions, rivalries and 
conflicts must be settled by 
reasonable negotiations and not 
by force. 

—“Oppressing ideologies must 
confront each other in a climate of 
dialogue and free discussion. 


—The legitimate interests of 
particular groups must also take 
into account the legitimate 
interests of the other groups 
involved and of the demands of 
the higher common good. 


—“Recourse to arms cannot be- 


considered the right means for 
settling conflicts. 


—“Inalienable human rights 
must be safeguarded in every 
circumstance. 

—“It is not permissible to kill in 
order to impose a solution.” 

To convince people of these 
principles “calls for long and 
patient education,” the pope said. 

The first step is to bring “visions 
of peace before our eyes,”’ he 


added. - 


ALTHOUGH the din of battle 
dominates history, respites from 
violence made possible the 
production ‘of lasting cultural 
works honoring mankind, said the 
pontiff. 


Key factors in life and progress 
are spiritual aspirations “such as 
the will to see recognition given to 
a dignity shared by all mankind, 


and the desire to save a people’s ~ 


soul and its freedom.” 


The lack of such aspirations 
“gave free play to the logic of 
destruction,” he added. 

EDUCATION for peace, the 
pope -said, involves stressing “a 
rational and interdependent 
management of mankind’s com- 
mon environment and heritage,” 


_ eradicating “the misery crushing 


millions of human beings” and 
strengthening institutions capa- 
ble of expressing and increasing 
human unity on the regional and 
world levels. 


It also involves encouraging 
“the search for simpler ways of life 
that are less exposed to the 
tyrannical pressures of the 


instincts of possessing, con- . 


suming and dominating, and 


more open to the deep rhythms of 
personal creativity and friend- 
ship,” said the pope. 
Praiseworthy examples are-“the 
individuals and families who by 
controlling their passions and by 
accepting and respecting each 
other gain their own inner peace 
and radiate it,” he said. ’ 
“THE PEOPLES, often poor and 
sorely tried, whose age-old 
wisdom has been forged on the 
anvil of the supreme good of 


- peace” were praised for “resisting 


the’deceptive seductions of rapid 
progress obtained by vioience, 
convinced that such gains would 
bring them the poisonous seeds

of fresh conflicts.” 


The pope called for use of a 
language of peace, stressing a 
role for the communications 
media. = 

“By expressing everything in 
terms of relations of force, of 
group and class struggles, and of 
friends and enemies, a propitious - 
atmosphere is created for social 
barriers, contempt, even hatred 
and terrorism,” he said. 

THE POPE URGED people to 
make “gestures of peace.” 

Parents and educators should 
help children and young people to 
experience peace in their every- 
day circumstances, he said. 
Youth should seek to meet others 
fraternally without regard for 
frontiers, to learn foreign lan- 
guages to improve communica- 
tion and to serve poor countries. 


Participants in professional and 
social life, when confronted with 
injustice and oppression, should 
adopt action which “must already 
bear the mark of the goal at which 
it-is aimed, namely a. better 
mutual acceptance of individuals 
and groups,” he added. 


TO STATESMEN, the pope said: 


. “Create—the hour is ripe and 
time presses—ever wider areas of- 


‘disarmament. Have the courage 


to re-examine in depth the 
disputed question of the arms 


- trade. 


“Learn to detect latent conflicts 
in time and settle them calmly 
before they arouse passions. Give 
appropriate institutional frame- 
works to regional groups and the 
world community.
